1 only know on (hat lirst visit when 1 
looked down into the faces of the nudi- 
ciuv before me thnt I suw writlfti there 
houL-lfssnedS and longing. 1 knew that in 
the f u t u r e there ini^hl lie :i retrieving of 
the past by n brave innnly struggle to re- 
gain the fielf-n-Kni'et which ninny of them 
seemfd to tliink had gone forever, 


In ten State prisons there nre 3,000 


men wearing the Little badge \vhieh says: 
"Look up nntl hope," There is a fight 
to he fought nnd a victory to be won. 
And the battle must be begun ivilj'iii thu 
prison wnlls.

I only knew on that first visit when I 
looked down into the fmvs of the audi- 
ence before me that I saw written there 
hopelessness ami lon^Lng. I knew that in 
the future there mi^lit be a retrieving of 
the past by n brave manly struggle to re- 
gain the self-respeel whioli many of them 
st-emed to thitik had gone forever.

And the battle must be begun wit.hin the 
prison walls.
